The inventions relating to claims 1, 2, 5, 6, 9, 10, 13, 14, 17, 18, 19, 22, 23, 
26, 27, 30, 31 and 34-36 are described in document 1 cited in the ISR (page 2, upper 
left column, Une 17 to page 2, upper right column, line 8; page 2, lower right 
colunm, line 12 to page 3, upper right colunm, line 5); therefore, they do not appear 
to be novel or involve an inventive step. 

The inventions relating to claims 3, 4, 7, 8, 1 1, 12, 15, 16, 20, 21, 24, 25, 28, 
29, 32 and 33 do not appear to involve an inventive step based on document 1 and 
any one of documents 2-4 cited in the ISR. Existence of a motion vector in every 
block is a common matter as described in document 2 (paragraphs 0003 and 0022- 
0024), document 3 (paragraphs 0003-0011) and document 4; therefore, performing 
evaluation of a motion vector for each small interval such as a block or the like in 
document 1 would be easy for a party skilled in the art.

Box No. VIII Certain observations on the international application 

The following obsen'ations on the clarity of the claims, description, and drawings or on the question whether the claims are fully supported by 
the description, are made: 

The "predetermined processing" of claims 1-4, 18-21 and 26-29 is not clear 
in what kind of process it is. 

The eighth embodiment is unclear. In paragraph 0089, there is a description 
such that the small interval divider/de terminator 225 (omitted) determines whether 
the processing is performed by a moving image decoder 231 . However, in paragraph 
0093, it is described such that the small interval divider/determinator 225 (omitted) 
determines whether to perform interpolation in a time direction. Therefore, the 
processing to handle the determined result is different from each odier.
